SYNOPSIS OF FACTS: Confidential informant reports AMICUS MOST, Socialist 
Party organizer, and Reverend ROY E. BURT, candidate 
for governor of Illinois on the Socialist ticket in 
1932, were both arrested at Chi¢ago in 1932 on charge 
of displaying Communist banners in front of Tribune 
Building in protest demonstration. Chicago Police 
records reflect AMICUS MOST, age twenty-seven, residence 
6044, Woodlawn Avenue, ‘was arrested Novenber 12, 1932 on 
disorderly conduct charge and fined $20 and $5 cost on 
February 9, 1933. Efforts to locate court records 
unsuccessful, Arresting officer identified AMICUS MOST 
and ROY BURT as University of Chicago divinity students 
who lead protest demonstration against the "Chicago 
Tribune’, a Chicago daily newspaper, iin November, 1932, 
where placards carried by demonstrators read "The 
‘Chicago Tribune! is a war monger" and "Bread not 
Bullets". Neighbors advise residence at 6044 Woodlawn _ 
Avenue believed ‘to have been 4 rooming house in 1932. 
Owner or manager of rooming house in 1932 not !nown. 

No record located indicating AMICUS MOST or ROY E. 
BURT attended any divinity school or seminaries affiliated

DETAILS: AT CHICAGO, ILLINOIS | 


Confidential informant T-1, of unknown reliability, advised on November 14, 
1942 that the Reverend ROY E. BURT, a Methodist clergyman who was the 
candidate for governor of Illinois on the Socialist ticket, was arrested in 
Chicago with AMICUS MOST on a charge of displaying Communist banners in 
front of the Tribune Building. The two lead a two-score protest demonstra- 
tion, according to the informant, 


Special Agent JOSEPH B. KILLGORE located records at the Chicago Police 
Department which reflect that AMICUS MOST, residing at 6044 Woodlawn Avenue, 
age twenty-seven, occupation student, was arrested November 12, 1932 on a 
‘ charge of disorderly conduct and was subsequently fined $20 and $5 costs on 
February 9, 1933 in the Municipal Court of Judges CADDEN and GRABER, 


Special Agent JOSEPH B. KILLGORE caused a search to be made of the Chicago 
Police Department records, however, no record of ROY E. BURT conld be 
located. 


GEORGE M. REED, Clerk of the Criminal Records Section, Municipal Court 
Clerk's Office, City Hall, advised a search of court records from February 
9, 1933, the date of the disposal of the case, back through November, 1932 
failed to reflect a court record for AMICUS MOST, He advised that in 
consideration of the records of the Chicago Police Department, this was 
most unusual and he could offer no explanation. 


Captain GEORGE JOHNSTONE, Lincoln Park Police Department, advised that jin 
November, 1932 a group of individuals, estimated to number from 300 to 500, 
attempted to demonstrate against the"Chicago Tribune", a Chicago daily 
newspaper. He stated he personally arrested the two leaders of the demon- 
stration whom he identified as ROY B. BURT and AMICYS MOST, divinity students 
at the University of Chicago. Captain JOHNSTONE stated the demonstrating 
group was made up primarily of University of Chicago students and that after 
the arrest of the two leaders. the remainder of the group was dispersed. 


Captain JOHNSTONE stated the demonstrating group was formed on the lower 
level of the south end of the Michigan Avenue bridge and that the two leaders 
of the group were arrested as they proceeded from the lower level of the 
bridge up the southeast stairs. 


Captain JOHNSTONE stated no weapons were found on either BURT or MOST. Captain 


JOHNSTONE recalled members of the group carried placards, two of which read 
as follows: "The ‘Chicago Tribune! is a War Monger" and "Bread not Bullets". 
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Patrolman C. M. DUSHANE, of the Chicago Police Department, advised he was 
on duty at the Michigan Avenue bridge at the time of the demonstration in 
Novenber, 1932. DUSHANE advised he made no arrests and could not identify 
the leaders of the demonstration, DUSHANE described the demonstration in 
substantially the same manner ag Captain JOHNSTONE, He advised members of 
‘the demonstrating group carried a number of placards, one of which he 
recalled read "Bread not Bullets", 


Mrs. C. PABST, who resides above the garage dn the rear of the apartment 
‘building located at 6044 South Woodlawn Ayenue, advised that since 1948 
the building at 6044, South Woodlawn Avenue has been used as an apartment 
building. She further advised that to her knowledge the building had been . 


‘used as a rooming ‘house, catering primarily to students of the University’ 


of Chicago, from’ 1937. to 1948, and it was her understanding that it had 
been used in this capacity prior to 1937. It was further learned from 
Mrs. PABST that a Mrs. ADELINE KING, present location unknown, had operated . 
a rooming house at that address from 1937 to 1945, but advised that she had 
no knowledge of who owned or operated the building prior to 1937. 


A search of the Chicago telephone directories failed to reflect an ADELINE

Confidential informant T-, of know reliability, advised that a Michigan 
State Police circular dated 1932, lists AMICUS MOST as an organizer of the 
Socialist Party and of the League for Industrial Democracy, Confidential 
jnformant T-4 was unable to further identify AMICUS MOST. 


Confidential informant T-4, made available a news clipping, source not shown, 
dated August 21, 1935, which described Reverend ROY ¥. BURT as a Methodist 
minister, Socialist and internationalist, who was candidate for governor 

of Illinois on the Socialist ticket in 1932, and who was an active agitator 
in the North Carolina textile strike and in-'free speech movements". ‘This 
clipping further reflected that Reverend BURT had been arrested while 
picketing a Chicago newspaper in 1932 for riotous action. This clipping 
indicated that Reverend ROY E, BURT was a member of the Executive Committee 
of the Socialist Party in 1933 and-was affiliated with the Christian Social 
Action Movement which was described as a movement to introduce Socialist 
and Communist philosophies into churches. In-addition, this clipping listed 
Reverend ROY E. BURT as a sponsor of the Griffin Bil] which was described 
as a bill which would permit citizenship to aliens without the oath of 
allegiance to the United States. 


Confidential informant T-/, further advised that. the December issue of the 
1944, "Social Questions Bulletin" listed REVEREND ROY E. BURT as pastor of 
the Lester Park Methodist Church at Duluth, Minnesota. Confidential 
informant T-4, advised that the "Social Questions Bulletin" was a publica~ 
tion of the Methodist Federation of Social Service. 


It is noted that the Methodist Federation of Social Service was cited by 


the California Committee on Un-American Activities report dated 1948 on 
pages 73 and 246, This ‘organization was cited ag being "among the most 


a ne 
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conspicuous fronts for Communist activities in the field of relief, assistance 
and welfare work, and dealing with problems of the unemployed and under- 
privileged.’ A statement tin the Methodist Federation of Social Service 
Bulletin, number 8, 1932, admits cooperation ‘with the Communists.” 


Confidential informant T-, was unable to further identify ‘ROY E. BURT. 


Confidential informant T-3 advised that ROY E. BURT, pastor of ‘the Methodist 
Church, Willmar, Minnesota, and member of the Methodist Federation for 
Social Service, was either an initiator or signer of an open letter of the 
Continuations tomittes of the Conference on Peaceful Alternatives to ‘the 
Atlantic Pact. 


Confidential informant T-5, of known reliability, advised on August 10, 
1945 that he had learned from ABBOTT SIMON, who is Field Director of the 
National Council of American-Soviet Friendship, that a good part of ‘the 


wailing list of the National Council of American-Soviet Friendship was 


used as basis for the sponsor list ‘of the Continuations Committee of the 


’ Conference on Peaceful Alternatives to the Atlantic Pact. 


The National Countil of American-Soviet Friendship was cited by the Attorney 
General as-a Communist organization and coming within the purview of PteacuEs ye 
Order 9835. — 


Confident’) informant 1-3 further advised that Reverend ROY E, BURT of 
Willmar, Mimesota, is President of the Mirnesota Council Against Military 
Conscription. 
Confidential eat T+. advised that this Council in 1948, in a telegran 
to President TRUMAN, demanded the removal of War Department administrators 
responsible for the " expenditure: of Government funds in a campaign support~ 
ing the compulsory training program. 

Confidential informant T-3 was unable to further identify ROY E, BURT. 


Confidential informant T-2 advised he has no information SPRSerrine ROY E. 
BURT, 


Confidential informant T-6, 
jad no information regarding ROY f. BURT or AMICUS MOST. 
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Special Agent JOSEPH B. KILLGORE ‘caused a search to be made of the records 
of Hill's Reports, Inc,, a Chicago credit agency, and no record of AMICUS 
MOST was located. 
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A search of the "Chicago Tribune" editions for November 12, 1932 and November 
13, 1932, located at the Chicago Public Library, failed to reflect any 
‘information concerning the protest demonstration of November 12, 1932. 


The "Daily Worker", 4ssue dated April 3, 1936, on page 1, column 2, advised 
that AMICUS MOST, Executive Secretary of the Provisional May Day Committee, 
issued a last-minute appeal to ail workers! organizations to send delegates 
to the United May Day Conference to be held April 3, 1936 at the Hotel 
Delano at 108 West 43rd Street. 


The "Daily Worker", issue dated April 16, 1936, on page 1, column 2, reflects 
AMICUS MOST, Executdyve Secretary of the United Labor May Day Committee 5 
yesterday asked that all organizations send in letters or telegrams to the 
Police Commissioner and to Mayor LA GQUARDIA, backing up the United Labor. 

May Day Committee in its demand that the use of Fifth Avenue for the May 

Day Parade be granted, —

‘the headline "Independent Guise for Socialist Party", it is stated "Birds 
of a feather flocked together yesterday in the ‘Independent Committee! 
appointed by the Socialist Party to support NORMAN THOMAS as the Socialist 
Party candidate for president. The treasure is such ‘an independent! as 
AMICUS MOST, who has been a utility man for the Socialist Party for many 
years,"
